Look At Venus

WASHINGTON (AP) - Mariner 


2, a rniracle of U.S. space science, 
has given man his first close look 
at another planet. 


For 
42 minutes 
Friday 
it 


scanned Venus, flashing back 36 
jmillion miles the information that 
may unravel the secrets of the 
"veiled lady of the universe." 


It was an incredible feat and ex- 


cited scientists rejoiced. 


The historic flyby came at 3 


p.m. after a 109-day, 182 million- 
mile journey which began at a 
Cape Canaveral. Fla., launching 
pad. 


At its nearest approach to Ve- 


nus, the space laboratory was 


;* '21,100 miles from the planet, rel- 


atively at its doorstep. 


Special monitoring devices be- 


gan to'.probe the cloud-covered' 
surface 'at' 1:5 S p.m. and were 
switched off at 2:37 p.m. 


Then the craft was speeding to- 


ward the sun, after having come 
closer to a planet .than any other 
space vehicle. 


Mariner is expected tq send pe- 


back 
information 
about inter- 


planetary space from as far out 
as 72 million miles from the earth. 
That's twice the distance it was 
from earth Friday after a long 
journey plagued by frequent trou- 
bles and even cliff-hanging doubts 
on the final dash.

Church Plans 
a Housing 
Development

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A i 


church here soon will open a $5.6- 
million housing development for 
elderly persons. It will not be an 
old folks' home in the usual sense 
It is for older citizens %vho are 
young in spirit and ootlook. 


It is to be called the First Com- 


munity Village—and it is smack 
in the center of the exclusive 
Upper'Arlington suburb of Colum- 
bus—a location which caused dif- 
ficulties in the beginning. 
, The village is being built-under 
sponsorship of the 6,00p-mernber 
Virst^Community Cnu'rc'h, ;-ah in- 
ter - denominational 
nonaffiliated 


local parish. 


Dr. Otis Maxfield, senior minis- 


ter of the church, said the village 
has been designed as a center for 
retired teachers, professional and 
business people. 


"We want creative people, peo- 


ple who have something to offer," 
said Dr. Maxfield. "We want 
them to do things, to participate, 
to help others," 


Again emphasizing that it is not 


to be a nursing home, Dr. Max- 
field asserted: "We don't want to 
help these older persons, become 
well-cared for vegetables." 


"If religion has any validity, life 


is meaningful 
at 65, 75, or 80," 


added the Rev. James A. Bidle, 
minister-director of the village. 


Another aspect of the village is 


the submersion within a commu- 
nity, rather thaj» away from the 
flow of normal life. 


There will be frequent transpor- 


tation to downtown Columbus as 
well as an interplay of activities 
between the village and the entire 
city, th eRev. Mr. Bidle said. 


Rental 
fees 
include 
limited 


health care. Treatment for minor 
illnesses and ailments are includ- 
ed in the rentals and may be 
obtained 
at 
the village's own 


clinic and infirmary. Both are 
staffed with professional nurses. 
Patients must retain their own 
physicians' and if put to bed in the 
infirmary, they are charged $3 a 
day. Major surgical benefits are 
not included. 


Although operated on a 


profit basis, Dr. Maxfield said', 
"No one is giving us a nonprofit 
mortgage." 


He said! the cost of paying the 


mortgage and interest and pro- 
viding the services 
determined 


the rates. 


The village will be able to serve 


just under 500 persons.

Red China To 
Call Meet Of 
Communists

TOKCO (AP)-Red China said 


today its split with Moscow v.'as 
worsening 
and 
accused 
Soviet 


Premier Khrushchev of the new 
Marxist crime of 
"capitulation- 


ism"—that is, giving in to the 
United States. 


The Chinese leadership, in a 


6,500-word policy statement spread 
out in the official Peking People's 
Daily, raked the Soviet Union for 
an "utterly outrageous" anti-Chi- 
nese campaign and' revealed that 
it had proposed a meeting of all 
the world's Communist parties to 
try to heal the breach. 


Khrushchev's sharp criticism of 


China before the Soviet parlia- 
ment 
Wednesday, 
h o w e v e r , 


seemed to indicate that the door 
to reconciliation would be hard to 
open. 


The Chinese statement 
heaped 


scorn on Khrushchev's new-found 
friendship for "that renegade to 
communism," President Tito of 
Yugoslavia, 
and 
it 
defended 


China's border war with India. 


Tito, visiting Moscow at Khrush- 


chev's invitation, told the Soviet 
parliament Wednesday that Soviet 
and Yugoslav points of view "on 
all major international questions 
coincide or are close to each 
other." 


The Chinese struck back at at- 


tacks leveled in the recently end- 
ed Bulgarian, Czechoslovak, Hun- 
garian and Italian parly congress- 
es, and admitted that its efforts 
had "failed' to prevent the worsen- 
ing of the situation." 


The Chinese said they would re- 


fuse to knuckle under to this 
"bludgeoning" and were sticking 
to their theories that communism 
should wage an all-out struggle 
against the United Stales rather 
than capitulate to it, as! it indi- 
cate^ .Russia had done over the 
Cubaii 'crisis.

JFK Asks For 
Tax Cut To 
Boost Economy 


By FRANK CORMIER 


NEW YORK (AP) - President 


Kennedy replied to congressional 
ritics of his 1963 tax cut plan by 
arguing that lower taxes, tied to 
:urbs on rising federal spending, 
offer the best chance of producing 
future budget surpluses. 


Going before a black-tie audi- 


ence of business leaders, Kennedy 
called Friday night for an early 
cut in both individual and cor- 
poration income taxes — without 
saying just how soon he would 
want the reductions to become 
effective. Omission of his earlier 
Jan. 1 target date seemed well- 
calculated. 


The chief executive also urged 


a cut large enough "to do the job 
required" — to boost purchasing, 
production, employment, invest- 
ment and economic growth in 
general. Again, he was not specif- 
ic, saying he would rather wait 
until next month to give details. 


Addressing some 3,000 members 


and guests of the Economic Club 
of New York, Kennedy declared: 
"This nation can afford to reduce 
taxes—we can afford a temporary 
deficit—but we cannot afford to do 
nothing." 


In this fashion, he took direct 


issue 
with those 
congressional 


conservatives of both parties who 
contend that tax reduction next 
year would lead to a dangerously 
large federal deficit. 


Presenting the contrary view, 


Kennedy said, "Budget deficits 
arc 
not 
caused 
by 
wild-eyed 


spenders but by slow economic 
growth and periodic recessions." 
And he said the present tax sys- 
tem 
must bear much of the 


blame; that it "exerts too heavy 
a drag on growth." 


Kennedy's audience was! formal- 


ly polite at the outset, applauding 
at what he must have considered 
the wrong places: His references 
to federal penny-pinching rather 
than his arguments for lower 
taxes. 


Th e atmosphere changed dra- 


matically, however, as the Presi- 
dent 
moved 
into 
a 
30-minute 


question and answer session fol- 
lowing 
his 
address. 
At 
thi3 


juncture, he began drawing enthu- 
siastic applause with arguments 
against such controversial ideas 
as easier credit and cutbacks in 
foreign aid. 


In discussing taxes, the Presi' 


dent said little that was new or 
startling. But h edid serve notice 
that he would directly challenge 
the arguments of those taking a 
go-slow approach to tax reduction. 


"It is increasingly clear," Ken- 


nedy said, "that no matter what 
party is in power, so long as our 
national security needs keep ris- 
ing, 
an economy hampered by 


restrictive tax rates will never 
produce enough revenue to bal- 
ance the budget—just as it will 
never produce enough jobs or 
enough profits." 


He said the choice is between 


a no-tax-cut "chronic deficit of 
inertia" and a transitional tax-cut 
deficit reflecting "an investment 
in the future," 


At one point, he quoted, approv- 


ingly, an economy plea by chair- 
man Wilbur Mills., D-Ark., a tax 
cut doubter who is chairman of 
the 
powerful House Ways and 


Means Committee, which initiates 
all tax legislation. 


He noted a Mills statement that 


tax cuts must be accompanied by 
"increased control of th crises in 
expenditures." 
Added 
Kennedy: 


"This is precisely th ecourse we 
intend to follow."
